This  is  the  ninety-ninth  annual  report  of  the  Hospital 
Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital,  in- 
cluding the  East  Boston  Relief  Station,  the  Sanatorium 
Division  and  the  Long  Island  Division. 

On  August  2,  1962,  Mr.  Louis  P.  Smith  was  appointed 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  term  ending  April  30, 
1967,  replacing  Mr.  Henry  E.  Foley  whose  term  expired 
on  April  30,  1962.

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
hospital,  excepting  the  Sanatorium  and  Long  Island 
Divisions,  during  the  fiscal  year  were  $16,658,225.94.
